In May, the Illinois Supreme 
Court ruled that white individ- 
uals can be the victims of a 
hate crime in which the perpe- 
trator expresses hatred against 
blacks. at case also originat- 
ed in Granite City. 

In the appesied case, Jim 
Jeffries, then a principal at 
Coolidge Middle School, was 
named, as the victim when a 
white student was caught dis- 

laying a flier depicting vio- 
lence against a black individ- 
ual. While the Appellate Court 
ruled that a white individual 
could not be the victim in such 
an incident, the higher court 
reversed the decision. 

In other local hate crime 
cases, white individuals have 
been charged for burnin: 
crosses in the Kirkpatric' 
Homes apartment complex and 
a black individual was charged 
for yelling racial slurs.

Columbia cookbook author knows

Columbia resident Linda Needham leads a 
double life. 

By day; she works as an account representa- 
tive for Union Pacific Railroad in St. Louis, but 
at night and on weekends she cooks for her 
family and shares her recipe collection with 
the world. 

She has sold, as of now, more than 1,200 
copies of her ‘Linda’s Patchwork Cookbook.” 
Some are sold in.Columbia but many have 
been sent by her friends at Union Pacific to 
persons all over the country 

She was inspired to do the book two years 
ago. She decided she wanted to have all her 
favorite recipes in one place and also to create 
something to leave for her two daughters. 

“It took me about six months to get it all 
together,” she said 

The manuscript went to a publisher in 
Waverly, Iowa, who advertised in one of the 
‘Living’ mag ines she reads 

The k includes a dedication to her family, 
including her seven brothers and four sisters, 
as well as many of their recipes. This was 
appeopriate because she began cooking as a 
child, the. middle of 12 children living on a 
farm in Scott City, Mo. All the children took 
turns in the kitchen to free their mother to 
work in the fields. “I've got a great family,”"’ 
Linda said. ‘We were very close.”’ 

When she was 18 and on her own, the family 
influence led her back to cooking, especially 
sweets. 

““My older sister sent me cookie recipes 
more than 40 years old,”’ she said. ‘“That’s how 
I started with desserts (her specialty).’” 

Now, Needham is teaching many people how 
to offer their families and friends many of 
what she calls ‘quality’ recipes. Beginning in 
September, she will be giving cooking classes 
at Dierbergs Markets in which the students 
will receive her cookbook as part of the admis- 
sion cost. 


BAC instructor accepts 
assignment — to England 


For the past 24 years, Lynn Bradley and his 
wife, Luci, both faculty members at Belleville 
Area College, have worked ‘together’? — Lynn 
as a geography teacher and Luci as a nursing 
instructor. 

But this fall semester, Bradley will have to 
go much farther than just down the hall to see 
his wife since he’s accepted a four-month visit- 
ing- professorship at-Canterbury Christ Church 
College in England. Bradley departs Aug. 18. 

“This will be the longest I’ve ever been away 
from (Luci),” said Bradley, of Belleville. ‘I 
tell people that I don’t go’across the street 
without her, let alone halfway around the 
world.”” 

But Bradley is undertaking this adventure 
alone and in doing so, he will become the first 
BAC instructor to participate in this exchange 
program, administered through the Illinois 
Consortium for International Studies and Pro- 
grams (ICISP). ICISP is a group of 39 Illinois 
community colleges that offers, as a whole, 
international studies opportunities that none 
could afford to offer individually. 

“This is just one of those things I’ve always 
wanted to do,’’ Bradley said of his impending 
trip. “As a geographer, I’m intrigued by the 
rest of the world and their educational sys- 
tems.”’ 

And, despite obvious similarities, Bradley 
expects to encounter significant differences in 
the educational environment. For example, a 
three credit hour class in England will meet 
once a week for three consecutive hours, while 
the same class here would meet for one hour 
three times weekly. 

Also, British students don’t have to suffer 
through regular testing — their grades are 
based solely on a term paper due at the end of

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Congressmen: 
Still spotted after 
all these years 


It’s been nearly 50 years 
since the late Mary McCarthy, 
in an essay called ‘‘America 
the Beautiful: The Humanist in 
the Bathtub,”’ wrote of 
Congress: 

“The American, if he has a 
spark of national feeling, will 
be humiliated by the v 
prospect of a foreigner's 
to Congress. These, for the 
most part, illiterate hacks 
whose fancy vests are spotted 
with gravy, and whose 
speeches, hypocritical, 
unctuous, and slovenly, are 
spotted also with the gravy of 
political patronage, these 

rsons are a reflection on the 
Democratic process rather 
than of it; they expose it in its 
underwear. In European 
legislation, we are told, a 
great deal of shady business 
goes on in private, behind the 
scenes. In America, it is just 
the opposite; anything good, 
presumably, is accomplished 
in camera, in the committee 
rooms.”" 

‘As an admirer of McCarthy’s 
work since I first read ‘The 
Company She Keeps” 
sometime back in the early 
40s, I hesitate to disagree with 
her assessment and, in 
general, don’t. Maybe it’s that 
times have not changed. . 

They may no longer wear 
vests but the political 
patronage gravy still spots 
their shirt fronts and, though 
not especially illiterate, their 
speeches are still often 
hypocritical and unctuous. But 
the shady business of which 
the Europeans were at that 
time accused is, in my opinion, 
conducted more in our own 
committee rooms than on the 
open floor 

An example: refer back to 
the Senate bill of which I 
wrote a few weeks back, which 
was presumably designed to 
provide health care for 
uninsured children. 

Backed by Sens. Orrin Hatch 
and Ted Kennedy, it would 
have increased the federal 
cigarette tax by 43 cents a 
pack, but a healthy portion of 
the revenue generated would 
have gone to reduce the 
national deficit. The bill was 
defeated in the Senate 

Now, yet another similar bill 
with the same virtuous aim of 
providing said health care is 
heading toward the Senate 
floor. And again, the kids will 
be short-changed.

The cigarette tax increase is 
part of an $85 billion net tax 
cut over the next five years 
and the committee expects it 
to provide an additional $8 
billion over the same time 
period to add to the 
alneady-approved $16 billion 
for child health care. I’m no 
mathematician, but it seems te 
me the youngsters are getting 
the short end of that stick. 

Oh, yes. Almost forgot. 
Included in the same new child 
health care bill is yet another 
rider that will deny federal 
funds for abortions under the 
program, except in cases of 
rape, incest, or endangerment 
of the life of the mother. 

Will these bills pass both 
houses of Congress? Will 
Clinton sign or veto? Who 
knows? But Billie Holiday hit 
the mark with what was one of 
her signature numbers. ‘‘God 
bless the child who’s got his 
own.”

Neighbors had complained about operation 


GLEN CARBON — A taxi 
and limousine service ordered 
to end operations in Glenwood 
Estates subdivision has located 
new quarters on Chain of 
Rocks Road in Edwardsville. 

R&B Taxi owner Randy 
Steele said the company 
moved to a new commercial 
location where business calls 
can be transferred. The com- 
pany provides: transportation 
for clients going to medical 
appointments and other loca- 
tions under a contract with the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Aid. 

The company has moved to 
5207 Chain of Rocks Road, the 
site of a former service sta- 
tion 

Neighbors had complained 
since 1995 of noise and 
increased traffic from the 
operation, which Associate Cir- 
cuit Judge David Herndon 
ordered stopped in. the subdivi- 
sion by Friday 

The business had operated 
with four business phones and 
radio dispatches from the Rob- 
ert and Norma Gayan home in 
the 300 block of Westglen 
Drive but had never been 
licensed by the village. Offi- 
eials said the company also 
violated village zoning and 
homeowners’ association cove- 
nants. 

Robert Gayan and Steele 
have argued that the company 
meets the village’s home busi- 
ness code requiring all activity 
to remain inside the home. 

Steele said the company’s 
new location has commercial 
zoning and space to store the 
fleet of 15 vehicles operated by 
the company.

PSG Officials pleased with ’97 games

The i4th annual Prairie State 
Games are over, and PSG administra- 
tors are taking a well-deserved break. 
But not for long. 

“We're tallying up everything and 
putting it into the computer to get the 
final number of athletes,” said Mau- 
reen Moore, executive director of the 
Games. ‘‘We’ll get everything put 
away, but in another week or so we'll 
start on next year.” 

The statewide Olympic-style festival 
(June 27-29) was in its third year in 
southern Illinois, with Fairview 
Heights as the host city and SIU-Ed- 
wardsville as the primary venue for 
competition.

“Increasing the number of regions 
was Bob’s brainchild,’’ Moore said, 
refering to PSG director of competi- 


tion Bob Emig. ‘*The kids who in the 
past were left at home were finally 
able to compete at the Games. The 
kids who were always here had some 
new competition 

“I was totally thrilled with how 
things went. The opening ceremony 
held June 27 at SIUE’s track and 
field and soccer stadium with East St. 
Louis native Jackie Joyner-Kersee as 
a special guest) was fabulous. People 
ask how we're going to top that next 
year, but JJK is the world’s best 
female athlete, and there’s no way you 
can top that.

Automotive safety officials continue to 
study the effects of higher s} limits on 
U.S. highways. So far the signals probably 
can be viewed as mixed. Over the 1997 
Memorial Day weekend in Missouri, traffic 
fatalities totaled 14, down slightly from the 15 
recorded in 1996. According to the Missouri 
State Eugiway. Patrol, at least 11 of those who 
were killed were not wearing seat belts. 

‘And they'll also sell you a bridge to bring 
them over: Some new companies are spring- 
ing up and rounding up U.S. auto dealers who 
would. like to sell sturdy, reliable and dirt 
cheap sport-utility vehicles. They probably 
would sell like hotcakes, if the new companies 
find a place to actually cook them. 

According to the trade publication 
Automotive News, a couple of these compa- 
nies are working hard to raise financing, par- 
tially by selling auto dealers sales rights at 
$30,000 per store, even though they may not 
have figured out how to get the things built. 

It’s easy to recall cars when you've only 
made a few of them. General Motors has 
issued a recall notice on its EV1 electric car, 
leased only im the southwestern U.S., to 
inspect the charging system. There are con- 
cerns that water seeping into the charger 
receptacle could cause a short-circuit that 
would lead to a fire. 

A company that marketed a braking system 
that imitated anti-lock brakes has lost anoth- 
er round in federal court. Brake Guard Safety 
System sold at least 400,000 systems, at $283 to 
$349 each, to car and truck owners who 
thought they were putting the equivalent of 
anti-lock brakes on their vehicles. 

A Federal Trade Commission judge has 
upheld lower-court charges, filed in 1995, that 
the company falsely claimed its system 
worked as well as factory original anti-lock 
brakes. The judge held that the company 
falsely represented its systems as the equal of 
real ABS and as meeting federal brake sys- 
tem standards. 

The company sold more than $10 million in 
parts and systems from 1990 to 1996. 

Propane may be another beneficiary of the 
stalled development of better batteries for 
electric vehicles. The Propane Vehicle 
Council says its product is a leading alterna- 
tive to gasoline and diesel fuels for operators 
of vehicle fleets. Although large tanks of 
propane are needed to provide the same 

amount of energy as gasoline or diesel fuel, it 
is very clean-burning.
